The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  46,  was  equals  a rate 
of  18.2  per  1000  of  the  population.

LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT  1939: 

^ Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  under  Section  101 

of  the  above  Act,  a Scheme  prepared  by  the  Anglesey  County  Council  and 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  likely  to  be  extended.  This 
provides  for  the  payment  by  the  Council  of  annual  contributions  towards 
the  expenses  of  the  Voluntary  Associations  in  providing  Hater ini ty  and 
Child  Welfare  Services  in  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  County, 

At  present  anti-natal  Clinics  are  held  once  a month  at  Holyhead  and 
Llangefni,  It  is  proposed  to  have  additional  centres  at  Amlwch  and 
Beaumaris, 

The  District  is  well  supplied  with  nurses, 

INPANT  WELPARB  CENTRE : - 

This  Centre  has  done  very  useful  work,  and 
retains  its  popularity. 


Water  SUPPLY  AND  HOUSING:- 

The  proposed  Schemes  have  been  postponed  until 

the  end  of  the  war, 

MATTERS  CONNECTED  WITH  THE  WaR;- 

Several  official  evacuees  were  drafted 
to  the  district  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  mostly  mothers  and 
young  children.  They  remained  only  for  a short  period,  and  gradually 
drifted  to  their  original  homes. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  were  then  concerned  with  the  water  supply  of  the 
district,  and  also  with  the  possibility  of  an  outbreak  of  infectious 
or  contagious  diseases. 
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Sinoe  the  commencement  of  the  war  I had  on  several  occasions  to  condemn 
meat  and  bacon  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

There  seems  to  he  a general  uneasiness  about  the  transport  of  carcases 
from  the  abbatoir  to  the  district,  and  I belive  the  Cleric  cf  the  Council 
has  been  in  communication  with  the  Headquarters  on  the  subject. 

There  are  several  unofficial  evacuees  in  the  district. 


PREVALENCE  Of1.  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  aND  OTHER  DISEASES* - 


Scarlet  Fever  - 1.  Removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria.  - 2.  One  removed  to  the  Hospital,  the  other  treated 

at  home,  as  the  Hospital  was  full. 

Anti -diphtheritic  serum  was  used  in  each  case,  and  both  made  good 
recovery. 

The  Scheme  for  Diphtheria  imunisation  was  carried  out  by  the  Education 
Authority  in  all  the  Elementary  schools,  and  also  by  the  County  Council 
at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

Influenza  Pneumonia; 

Nine  were  notified  of  which  three  proved  fatal. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia: 

One,  treated  at  home  with  satisfactory  result*. 


Erysipelas: 

One,  also  treated  at  home® 

Measles : 

48  children  were  notified^  The  epidemic  appeared  in  November 
and  continued  in  various  parts  of  the  district  for  the  first 
five  months  of  the  present  year*  All  the  cases  were  treated 
at  their  homes,  and  without  a single  exception  made  a good 
recovery.  Measles  was  prevalent  all  over  the  County, 
Tuberculosis: 

Two  persons  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  were  admitted  to  Hospital.  One  of  the  two 
came  home  from  London. 

The  number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as
